A Big Idea 
Made Simple 


A Note on Red Grammer and 
Black History Month 


By Barbara Bronson Gray 


What follows is the first in a series of 
short articles on early friendships. In 
the next issue: Friendship for the 
Preschooler. 


The films shown on The Disney Chan- 
nel in honor of Black History Month in 
February raise complex issues and feel- 
ings. The designation of Black History 
Month is itself a complicated concept: To 
what extent is Black History a neglected 
part of American History, whose time for 
inclusion has long since come, and to 
what extent is it different? The teachers 
of Black History that we talked with 
about Black History Month expressed the 
feelings that both identities are 
important—black and American—and 
that it’s important to recognize both 
similarities and differences between 
people. 

This is one of the “big ideas” that 
children’s performer Red Grammer 
(Kaleidoscope Concert) tries to make 
simple for kids in his songs. “You can 
take a big idea and make it real,” he says. 
“You can find peace in daily things, like 
being open to someone different from 
you.” Here are some of the words from 
his song “Hello”: 


Listening to the crazy banter and un- 
inhibited laughter of two happy children 
at play can make parents long to return 
to those simple relationships of child- 
hood. But first friendships are far more 
complex than they appear. 

Even at six months of age, friendship 
is not just for fun. It plays an enormous 
role in the social and psychological de- 
velopment of children. Friendship builds 
a child's self-esteem; it teaches children 
to get along with others and to follow 
directions. Studies even show that chil- 
dren with social skills do better in school, 


...That's what friends are for. 
Cause the differences are great 
and the differences are small 
but that's just part 

of the beauty of it all.

THE BRAVE LITTLE 
TOASTER 


How animators brought five household 
appliances to life—and turned a 
contemporary fable into a 
heartwarming film. 


In 1980, award-winning science fiction 
writer Thomas M. Disch surprised his 
readers: a novella, The Brave Little Toaster, 
appeared in a science fiction magazine. 
The work was something of a departure for 
Disch. It was a charming fantasy about five 
aging appliances (a Toaster, a Blanket, a 
Lamp, a Radio, and a Vacuum Cleaner) 
who come to. life and go in search of their 
missing master. Shortly thereafter, Double- 
day issued the work as a “children’s book” 
complete with illustrations. But as one 
reviewer observed at the time, “Buy it for 
your children; read it yourself.” 

Now The Brave Little Toaster has been 
translated into an animated film that shares 
the winning qualities of Disch’s original 
story. This Disney Channel Discovery film 
receives its world television premiere on 
The Disney Channel on Saturday, February 
27 at 7:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time). 
Charles Solomon, a noted authority on 
animation, who viewed the film at the 1987 
International Festival of Animation, de- 
scribed it in The Los Angeles Times as “an 
all too rare example of a new animated 
feature that all the members of the family 
can enjoy together.” 

Creating The Brave Little Toaster was a 
labor of love for all those involved, as well 
as a Herculean labor. After all how do you 
make household appliances into characters 
an audience can identify with—and love? 
The answer to that question is provided by 
Joe Ranft and Brian McEntee, who worked 
on the project from beginning to end. 


“You start blank,” quips Ranft, who co- 
wrote the script with director Jerry Rees. 
“Of course, one problem is the difference 
between writing and animation. Disch 
could, in his story, tell you what each 
appliance was thinking. In animation, you 
have to illustrate that.” 

Ranft and McEntee sifted through old 
catalogs, examining appliances. “The char- 
acters in the story were older models, so 
we looked at old Sears and Sunbeam 
catalogs,” Ranft explains. “We were look- 
ing for models that could be translated in- 
to characters.” 

“The trick is how to anthropomorphize 
a toaster or a vacuum cleaner,” Brian 
McEntee explains. “Take Mickey Mouse— 
what resemblance does he bear to a furry 
little creature? It’s the details abstracted 
from a mouse and translated into a draw- 
ing that create his character.” 

Rees, Ranft and McEntee fleshed the 
characters out in much the same manner 
as actors creating roles. “We discussed the 
background of the characters, where they 
had come from, what they might do in the 
future,” McEntee explains. “For Kirby the 
Vacuum Cleaner, we decided he’d been 
bought second hand, and treated badly by 
his first owner. That’s why he is hesitant 
to search for the master.” 

- “As you come to know and understand 
a character,” Ranft explains, “the writing 
takes over. You know how the character 
will react in a situation.”

BLACK HISTORY 
MONTH 


Love of freedom is the dominant and 
triumphant emotion expressed in all of the 
films selected to pay tribute to Black 
History Month in February. However, the 
films also tell touching human stories about 
other universal emotions: The love of 
family; the desire for an education; and the 
longing for peace. These are emotions 
everyone in the world shares and 
understands. 

But there was a time when it was thought 
by many that black people didn’t have 
these emotions—which, in an indirect way, 
is responsible for there being a Black 
History Month today. Here’s how Lamont 
H. Yeakey, Ph. D., Associate Professor of 
History and Pan-African Studies at Califor- 
nia State University—Los Angeles, explains 
black history and its relationship to 
American history. 

“In American history, as it was written 
in the 19th century, blacks were either not 
treated at all or they were maligned,” 
Yeakey explains. “Slavery was considered 
a big ‘school’ that helped Africans to adapt 
to the ‘higher’ civilization of the West. 
Whites thought that blacks were content 
with slavery because no matter how bad 
slavery was, it was better than life in Africa. 
This was the white supremacist view.” 

Then at the turn of the century two black 
historians, both Harvard-educated, planted 
the seeds for the beginning of change in 
American society’s perception of blacks, 
according to Yeakey. William E. B. DuBois 
wrote many books on black history and 
culture, in an attempt to prove that black 
people had not been content with slavery, 
that they were the victims of cir- 
cumstances; and that they possessed the 
same human feelings, needs, and emotions 
as whites. DuBois was also one of the 


founders of the NAACP in 1909. 

Carter G. Woodson, the other noted 
black historian at the time, established The 
Association for the Study of Negro Life and 
History. Its Journal of Negro History pro- 
vided a forum for a scholarly exploration 
of the contributions that black people had 
made to American history. The Associ- 
ation—now called The Association for the 
Study of Afro-American Life and History— 
is the sponsor of Black History Month. 

The designation began as only a week— 
set aside in 1926 to honor the achieve- 
ments of black Americans. The week of 
February 7 was chosen because it included 
the birthdates of both Frederick Douglass 
and Abraham Lincoln. Then in 1965, at the 
height of the Civil Rights Movement, the 
celebration became Black History Month. 
Its several goals, according to the Asso- | 
ciation, are 1) To enable children (and 
adults) to learn about black contributions 
to U.S. and world history. 2) To instill racial 
pride. 3) To explore the diversity of Afro- 
American culture. 

A note about the various names—negro, 
black, Afro-American. When Woodson set 
up the Association, the commonly used 
word for black people was negro, or col- 
ored. “Blacks as well as whites shunned 
associations with references to black and 
African,” says Yeakey. “But as time went 
on and black people became knowledge- 
able about their African heritage, they 
began to feel a sense of pride in that 
heritage. ‘Black’ and ‘Afro-American,’ as 
terms of identification, became not only 
acceptable but desirable.” 

Each year’s Black History Month has a 
theme, this year’s being the Constitutional 
status of the Afro-American into the 21st

century. Yes, the 13th Amendment abolish- 
ed slavery, the 14th Amendment defined 
citizenship, and the 15th Amendment gave 
blacks the right to vote. But the Constitu- 
tion is subject to interpretation. American 
history is filled with legal cases brought by 
blacks who were not, in the end, protected 
by the Constitution. Congressional laws are 
then passed to uphold rights that the Con- 
stitution has failed to protect. The Voting 
Rights Act, for example, has come up for 
review again and again, most recently 
when it was finally passed by the House 
and Senate in 1985, more than a hundred 
years after the Constitution had supposedly 
guaranteed blacks the right to vote. 

In the black man’s pursuit of his own 
freedom and history he has raised some of 
the most important questions about 
democracy, and about the freedom, equal- 
ity and justice for all Americans. The strug- 
gle for freedom has gone on for more than 
two hundred years, and isn’t through yet. 
Each of the films on The Disney Channel 
takes place at a different time in history, 
and reflects a new variation of the same 
old struggle. 

Three of the films are about heroes of 
black history. Solomon Northup's Odyssey, 
based on Northup's diaries, is about his 
having been kidnapped and sold to a white 
slave trader in 1841. At the time Northup 
was a free man, a musician, a husband, and 
father. Charlotte Forten's Mission: Ап Ex- 
periment in Freedom tells of Charlotte 
Forten, from a well-to-do black Philadel- 
phia family, who went South to help slaves 
freed early in the Civil War. Booker por- 
trays Booker T. Washington as a boy, 
fighting to educate himself just after the 
Civil War, when there were no schools for 
black children. 

Sounder, based on a highly acclaimed 
young people's novel, takes place during 
The Depression in the South. And the 
Children Shall Lead takes place in Missis- 
sippi during the 19608. 

Will black history eventually have its 
rightful place in American history, so that 
the distinction between the two histories 
can be dropped? Lamont Yeakey replies: 
“We're on the precipice of that now,” he 
responds. “History books are being writ- 
ten differently than they used to be. The 
ideal would be to have one history. But, 
on the other hand, it’s important to respect 
people’s ethnic backgrounds. One of the 
benefits of the black movement is that it 
has helped everyone with his or her own 
ethnicity. It’s important to understand that 
people are different, one from another. The 
real differences, however, are in the areas 
of talent and morality. It doesn’t have to 
do with skin. Anyway when we go abroad, 
we're all referred to as Americans. We all 
look for McDonald's." Ж

Which leads to a major point in creating 
an animated character: the actor who 
gives it voice. “We were familiar with the 
Groundlings [an acclaimed Los Angeles 
theater and improvisational group], and I'd 
taken their classes,” Ranft says. “ We held 
a reading with the script. They were great. 
Jon Lovitz (currently seen on NBC’s late 
night comedy series Saturday Night Live) 
as the Radio brought back the voice of 
radio’s golden age. He raised the character 
to new heights.” 

McEntee points out, “We were worried 
about the voice for Blanky. We wanted a 
certain voice. Then one day this perfect 
nine-year-old [Timothy E. Day] came in and 
read. We said, ‘That’s the voice.’ 

“We originally thought of the Toaster as 
being male,” McEntee continues. “We had 
experienced people read, but when they 
read, it was with a voice that they thought 
reflected the toaster’s character. Then 
Deanna Oliver [also a Groundling member] 
came in. And she was perfect, she had the 
character’s emotion. As Jerry Rees says, 
she sounded warm and toasty.” 

Once voices had been cast and char- 
acters created, the project moved toward 
the goal of creating final animation. Ranft 
went from being a storyman to supervis- 
ing a team of animators. McEntee served 
as the film’s art director. Disney veteran 
A. Kendall O’Connor, whose work on 
Disney classics went back to Snow White, 
served as the film’s color stylist. 

The result is an animated film of wit, 
charm and beauty. Both Ranft and 
McEntee point with pride to one central 
sequence in the film: lost in the forest, the 
characters take shelter for the night under 
the Blanket, who has transformed himself 
into a tent. There's a gentle and human ex- 
change between the Toaster and the 
Blanket—who has been harshly treated at 
times by his companions. Of this newfound 
warmth for the Blanket, the Radio inquires 
of the Toaster, "What's this thing between 
you and the Blanket?" 

"That's my favorite scene," McEntee says 
simply. "Everything works. Jerry Rees's 
directing, his editing, his work with the 
animators, just brings that scene and those 
characters to life." Ranft adds, “When 
animation works, the characters live. You 
can see into them; you can see théir heart." 

The Brave, Little Toaster offers Disney 
Channel subscribers a rare opportunity. 
Like Thomas Disch's original novella, it is 
a work that spans all ages. Youngsters will 
delight in the story—and gasp at its 
suspenseful moments; older viewers will 
enjoy the film's wit and the characters' 
verbal byplay.

Friendships 
as how (and when) to stand up for toys, 
turns or issues, and how to compromise. 

By elementary school, friendships 
serve to perfect these skills. As children 
start to spend more time at their friends’ 
homes, their friendships help them de- 
velop independence and teach them the 
differences—as well as similarities— 
between themselves and others. 

The nature of a child’s friendships can 
vary depending on the context. Some 
friendships are tied to structured situa- 
tions, such as a play group, or a baseball 
team, and others, such as those in the 
neighborhood, are more free form. 

Neighborhoods offer kids a more 
mixed-age atmosphere—more like the 
real world. Children get a chance for

less organized, more let’s-go-out-in-the- 
sandbox sort of play. And neighbor- 
hood play is also a little more hidden 
from adults, free from the observing 
eyes of play yard or the classroom. 

Just as friendship has a different func- 
tion for children at each developmen- 
tal level, the role of parents changes as 
the child’s needs change. Parents go 
from total supervision (and control) in 
the early years of a child’s life to a 
looser involvement during elementary 
school: one of establishing guidelines 
and preparing children for a range of 
different situations.

A Trip to the Museum 
he or she should go at another time, 
without children. 

NW: Do you have any suggestions for 
what to do when arriving at the museum? 
BP: First of all, parents need to explain 
to their child why he or she shouldn't 
touch anything: Things can break. We 
want to protect it so others can enjoy it. 
Dirt on fingers can dirty the object. 

Second, ask someone at the informa- 
tion desk if the museum has self-guided 
material for children. Many museums 
supply such guides for children: museum 
tours in the forms of treasure hunts, 
word games, and puzzles. 

Third, it’s important that parents not 
follow a definite itinerary. Parents should 
allow enough time so that if a child 
becomes distracted by an object along the 
way, the parent can detour from the 
planned course. Children should be made 
to feel comfortable in museums. Which 
brings up another point: parents shouldn't 
make the visit to the museum a history 
lesson, or expect the child to come away 
with any particular piece of knowledge. 
The emphasis should be on making the 
outing a pleasant experience, so the child 
will want to go back. 

NW: How can parents help their 
children view the exhibits? 

BP: To begin with, parents should look 
at the objects, not the labels. There’s no 
reason to emphasize dates or names of 
artists but rather it’s important to let the 
child enjoy what he sees. Some parents 
are intimidated themselves and this af- 
fects the child. A parent should not feel 
uncomfortable; museums are there for 
everyone, not just for scholars. Parents 
should go to the child’s level. For three 
to five year olds, parents can point out

shapes and colors in objects. They can 
talk about feelings: Is the person in 
the painting happy or sad? What is he 
doing in the picture? With a Jackson 
Pollack one could ask: Was he relaxed? 
Angry? Did he use a big can of paint? 
Parents can point out how things are 
made or perhaps relate the materials or 
methods used to materials the child has 
used in school. 

For children five to ten years old and 
up, “period rooms” can stimulate think- 
ing about how we live today, compared 
with earlier times. They can see the dif- 
ferences in furniture, clothing, modes 
of transportation, and so on. 

For children who take a real interest 
in what they see in the museum there 
may be “drop-in” programs at the mu- 
seum: a discovery room, or art classes. 
There may be after-school, holiday or 
summer programs. 

For high school students there may 
be an intern program at the museum.
